Y. «r. C. A. at UnlTcriity.

P. H. Kieffer,'Strawberry Point, la., 


read a paper a; the meeting of the Na- 
tional Creamery- Butter Makers' aaso- 
clation, in which he told what he learn- 
ed in the sis menths' educational test j 
He said: 


I have learned that in order to maka 


butter that possesses the required 
keeping qualities it is necessary that 
one pay particular attention to .the 
milk when it is received at the-cream- 
ery and reject all poor milk. It has. 
been my experience that that is the 
best-way oC improving the quality of 
milk. The creamery, and dairy papers 
bave done a great deal for us. Ln this 
respect, and 1 am satisfied that the 
milk received at the creameries nowa- 
days is much better than it was a few 
years ago. The starter should be care- 
fully watched and never allowed to be- 
come overripe and then use from 10 to 
25 per cent in the cream. The cream 
should be ripened to the required acid- 
ity according to the amount of butter 
fat in cream and chnrned at a tempera- 
ture of from 50 to 55 degrees according 
to the season. AThen the butter is tak- 
en out of. tho churn, it should have a 
mild, clean flavor, which you will find 
to improve in four or five flays after 
the butter Is mmie. 


I also learned that In order for one 


to improve in butter making It is nec- 
essary to accept of the experts1 criti- 
cisms on the butter in a good spirit 
and endeavor to overcome the faults 
and get the butter in as high a grade 
as possible. 


From Grain to Gra»«. 


Every owner of a cow welcomes the 


time when the animal can be turned 
out.to pasture. In chancing from dry 
feed to grass It is well to go somewhat 
slowly, especially if the flow of milk IB 
large, says Dairy and Creamery. The 
young, Immature graus, especially in 
early spring, as is weft knots*o, contains 
a large amount of water, a condition, 
commonly called "washy." ViTieat and 
rye pastures lire of the same nature. 
Tho dry'feed ration should therefore 
be continued and be gradually reduced 
for two weeks or more after the grass 
is large enough for feeding. 


A Dairy Fnlilo. 


They organized and built a creamery, 


hired an.expert, made flue butter, sold 
all they could make -and were making 
money. The Bon of the principal stock- 
holder got the Idea thnt he would like 
to be a boes butter maker. He knew 
nothing about making butter, and his 
idea was based OB his ignorance. In-' 
fiuence W*B used, the expert was "re- 
signed," and pa's boy took his place. 
At once things went. Purchasers- re- 
turned the alleged,, .not "gilt. edged." 
butter and wrote, "When we want axle 
grease we will let you know." In a 
month pa's boy's butter had ruined the 
reputation of the creamery. The other 
stockholders then kicked pa and his 
boy ont, hired the expert back, and 
prosperity returned with him. Moral.— 
The "pnl?" may generally be depended 
upon to sprain the business that is sub- 
jected to it—New York Farmer. 


Accbuuted For. 


From time to time during the past 


winter complaints have been made that 
tlie butter from the northwest dairy 
districts was of poor flavor, even bitter 
in many cases. 
The manufacturers 


have Intimated tiwt the cause wus the 
poor quality of the corn, both fodder 
and grain. 
A lot of butter of pro- 


nounced bitter flavor was received by 
a Chicago .South Water street firm. 
They noti&ed the butter maker. He at 
once came to examine the butter. • Aft- 
er examining he stated that the corn 
and fodder led the cows from whose 
milk the butter was made were bad and 
actually had the flavor found In this 
butter. 
AS this condition in the corn 


exists throughout a large portion of 
the northwest dairy district it may ac- 
count for the large amount of off but- 
ter that has been produced.—Dairy and 
Creaxaery.

Anything but pure but- 
ter must be marked plainly on every 
package in letters at least half an inch 
long with the designation "Margerine" 
or "Adulterated Butter," us the case 
may be. None of the raurku previously 
used, such as "milk blended butter," 
will be allowed. This is a hard blow, 
as It Is not llteJy that many buyers 
will .care tp use a productplalnly mark- 
ed adulterated. -..

sircd.. The Russian nation, with ntvfctir- 
«1 impatience, desires prompt vengeance 
and awaits feverishly nows from the far 
east. 


"The unity and strength of the 'Hug- 


man people leaves no room 1'or dmibt 
that Japan will receive thn chastisement 
she deservss for 
iicr 
treachery 
and 


provocation to war at a time when our 
beloved sovereign desired to maintain 
peace among thn nations. The condi- 
tions 'under wliroh hostilities are buing 
carried on compel us to trait with'pa- 
tience for news of the success of .our 
troops, which cannot occur before de- 
cisive actions are fought by the Rus- 
sian army. The distftnee—of -the terri- 
tory and the desire of the emperor to 
luamtain peace was the cause of the im- 
possibility of more complete and earlier 
preparations for war. Much time is now 
necflssnry in order to strike at Japan, 
but it was worthy of the dignity and 
might'of Kussia, und, while avoiding as 
-much as> possible the shedding of blood 
of her children to inflict just chastise- 
ment, upon the natron which has pro- 
voked the struggle, llussia must await 
the event in patience, being sure that 
our army will avenge an hundred fold 
Hint provocation.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 17.—Sixteen 


thousand Albanians are in revolt in the 
district of Diakova against the reform 
plans of the powers for. Macedonia and 
obnoxious taxes. In conflicts which have 
taken place, between the Albanians and 
Ottoman troops tlie latter were worsted. 
Large reinforcements have been dis- 
patched to Diakova. The Albanians at- 
tncked the town of Diataova, February

position at Babajposi, but were repulsed 
with heavy loss.

The re- 
mains are being prepared for burial. 
Tims far only a Jew of the most inti- 
mate friends of the Hanna family have 
been permitted to enter the death cham- 
ber to view the body. In appearance 
the features of the dead statesman are 
very lifelike. They indicate little emaci- 
ation, and, on account of the oxygen 
nsod during the last days of the .sena- 
tor's sickness there is an absence of 
ashen pallor often peculiar to the dead. 
1'rofoimd sorrow pervaded the hotel 
throughout the day. 


REVERENCE FOR THE DEAD. 


Men conversed in subdued tones and 


the name of'the distinguished dead was 
on evory 
li|>. Persons moving about 


even in parts removed from the death 
chamber stopped so lightly as to make 
only the slightest noise. 'Business pro- 
ceeded as usual, but it was conducted 
without confusion and without clamor. 
All folt the presence of death. . 


At the council of (he members'of .the 


Hanna family and some intimate friends 
of the senator held today, arrangements 
were made for the funeral. Daniel R. 
Hanna and his brother, H. M. Hanna, 
were present, also Gov. TIerrick 
and 


General Dick of Ohio, and the senator's 
secretary. 


PRESIDENT CANNOT ATTEND. 
During the conference H. M. Hanna 


visited 
President Roosevelt. Ho was 


accompanied by 
Postmaster General 


1'ayne. They reached the White Hotiae 
just, as the cabinet was assembling for 
its regular meeting. After a conference 
with the president and: the members of 
cabinet Mr. Hanna announced that the 
president would not attend the funeral 
services iu Cleveland, much as he would 
hke to pay that last tribute to his dead 
friend, but that he wonld attend the 
state funeral to be held tomorrow at 
noon in the chamber 
of. the United 


States senate. It was agreed by all that 
it would be inadvisable for the presi- 
dent to go to Cleveland. 


Secretaries Tuft, Cortolyoti and Wil- 


soji, however, will go to Cleveland to.at- 
tend 
the services there. 
Postmaster 


General Payne desires also to go, but 
his physicians have advised him to not 
make the trip. 


NO DEMONSTRATION. .

1^ will be heard sooner or later, 
and in the meanwhile the packers are do- 
ing just about as they did before the 
government brought the suit as very 
likely all the other trusts hailed before 
the government are doing'/ Still things 
:tre doing and some day the country is 
informed the eases may be decided, but 
meanwhile there is no hurry.

and the case is now pending in the su- 
preme court of the United States. 


In the case of the commission against 


the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Loui? 
railroad companj' the petition was filed 
November 2, 1000, and the case is now 
pending on appeal in the supreme court 
of the United States. 


In the liay and straw classification 


case against the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern company the petition was 
filed March 19, 11103, and the case is now 
pending in the circuit court for the 
northern district of Ohio, at Cleveland. 


In ..the cotton traffic pool cases against

This was a petition 
in equity filed ,Tu# 13, 1903, for the pnr- 
jjpsq of enjoining the defendant compan- 
ies froraf violating the act to 
regulate 


commerce,' which prohibits interstate car- 
riers from making unjust discriminations 
ur giving undue preference in rates. 


The government contended that the 


law was being violated in that a coal 
company controlled by the Chesapeake 
and Ohio company sold coal to the Sew 
Y.ark,' New .Haven and Hartford com- 
pany for less than the cost of mining 
plus the published tariff of the Chesa- 
peake and Oliio f.OT«tra.nspojitiug the coal 
to itB>d&ftthia.tioQ, and tha>t this amount- 
ed to the Chesapeake and . Ohio trans- 
porting the coal in question. at less than 
its published rate.8. The case was decid- 
ed in favor of fcb'e government on Jan. 
;iO last. It is not yet known whether the 
defendants will appeal.

No public man:of late years who 
became a master of politics used his 
power so wisely, and Yielded it so light-

Senator Marcus A. Hanna was born 


.at New Lisbon, Ohio, on September 24. 
1837 and at his death, February 15, was 
in his sixty-seventh year. lie receiv- 
ed the customary education 
of . most 


Ohio youths and early commenced in bis 
business career. In 1SB7 engaging- in the 
iron and coal industry he met with great 
success and as the years rolled on ac- 
cumulated a handsome fortune. No la- 
bor trouble ever struck the works of 
Marcus A. Hnnnn, anil whatever t!ie spell 
might have been, there it had no place. 
In this lies the positive evidence he ap- 
plied the principles he so earnestly ad- 
vocated ns a member of the National 
Ch'ie Federation. He believed in arbitra- 
tion, in mutual concessions, and in the 
application of that rather scarce article 
plain common souse. 


Senator Hanna it is true has given his 


name to no great piece of .legislation us 
men understand such, but lie ever gave 
his influence, his counsel, and his best 
labor to his country in ways th'at had a 
decided influence upon his fellow mem- 
bers in both houses for the cause of the 
right and in the interest of his. country. 
His influence was boundless. None loved 
President McKinley better than he, and 
none it is true, had done the 
martyr 


president better service. Men loved Sen- 
ator Hanna because he was so true, be- 
cause he ever stood firmly by that be- 
loved president whom all men'had learn- 
ed to first admire and then to highly es- 
teem. 


His last days were crowned with the 


sincerest affection of men regardless of 
all party connections. An entire coun- 
try earnestly hoped the summons might 
not come and millions of people every day 
and every hour followed up the intelli- 
gence as it came from the sick room.- 
Bravely the distinguishcd patient prom- 
ised to do all in his power to resist the 
coming of the laat call, not that he was 
unwilling to 'depart, but that he might 
live longer on earth to best serve his fel- 
low men. - But the heroic soul could not 
resist. The last summons had come and 
the great soul passed out into the be- 
yond. It has gone from the darkness of 
earth into the light, the brightness of 
that other land Jyiug beyond our ken.

which roads will run or run -alongside 
in addition to J.he amount to be' paid by 
the state, coitnty and road district, as 
(.lie bill requireiv every state taking ad- 
vantage .'of the appropriation to double 
the amount'giviem by-congress. Wisconsin 
under, the terms of 
the bill will have 


to .appropriate $C(w,!i79, which will be 
made up as pinh'iously stated by the 
state at large, .uy tire county, road dis- 
trict nnd the faa'iner'himself. 


This Grange Good Roads measure ac- 


cording to particulars furnished 
"pro- 


vides that there shall be established-in 
the deportment o.f agriculture a bureau 
to be known -as the bureau of public 
highways, nnd that the pyrpose of this 
bureau shall be t(j co-operate with the 
states and territories in the construction 
and improvement of permanent 
public 


roads. 
Other provisions of. the, btll'Tire 


as follows. 
To mrtke investigation and 


experiments iis to the best methods of 
road-making and the test road-making 
materials; to co-operate with the states 
nnd territories in the 
construction of 


object lesson roaring to publish and'dis- 
tribute bulletins aind reports on road 
improvement; to biting about a uniform 
system for repnir, improvement niid con- 
struction of public roads. 


"The last section of the bill appro- 


priates out of the UnBicd States treasury 
for carrying out the provisions of the bill 
the-sum of .$24,000,000.

LEG.VI. COLLECTION 
When the law abolishes the legal col- 


lection agencies maintained now in. the 
justice courts, especially in the big 
cKies, a distinct benefit to the great 
pubHc will have been subserved. Un- 
scrupulous dealers nnd sharpers take ad- 
vantage oil these Justice stiopa and the 
outrageous abuses perpetrated in Chica- 
go are most notorious. Hen utterly 
innocent of owing a dollar, are served 
notices to appear ia somebody's outly- 
ing justice sSiop, and after getting tired 
out trying to secure a hearing, some 
.fine, morning is not present, and then 
comes in the sharper and enters up 
judgment against him. , This is common 
in Chicago, but the people there are no 
accustomed to graft in every form, that 
no notice is taken. One of the victafns 
Tceord* hi* experience, sajihg tbii pur 
ticular case had been continued thcee 
times'against bis protest; there was. ab- 
solutely not a dollar due, and that -was 
explained to the justice, but it mode no 
difference, as the scheme is to wejir us 
out and to wait until some day -when 
the defendant is not present, then. 3'udg- 
nient will be taken. 


Another reform should be some differ- 


ent arrangement by_which the gjanishee 
business should not be allowed to be an 
expense to innocent parties. The gar- 
nisheed often have to appear at their 
own expense, and go through a form of 
trial, and not infrequently, are in fact 
more the defendant than tne party g»T- 
riisheed. The fact is our codes permit 
the law to help out men who have failed 
to exercise proper judgment in doing 
business, and further permits scoundrels 
'of all degrees, to grait at pleasure. If 
the law punishes criminalism, .however 
practiced, business men generalrj? would 
be well content to let the courts alone 
to collect debts.

The Chicago grand jury stai'ted out 


with every indication of running to 
earth every particle of evidence that 
could throw light upon that awful holo- 
caust of the Iroquois theater fire. But 
the credulity of the average citizen is 
such that not the faintest hope is en- 
tertained anything whatever can come 
from out of all the searching investiga- 
tion. Beyond all question 
individuals 


are responsible, not perhaps for the fire 
itself, though even here accounts state

scenery, but for "the awful failures to 
provide for the safety of the public as 
the ordinance prescribed.

with what fire exits there were, had 
they been accessible, readily opened, in- 
stead of some of them locked and con- 
cealed, as was charged, by draperies, and 
had the fire escapes, been completed and 
readily accessible, there would bave been 
no such loss of life. With the sworn 
testimony in the coroner's inquest show- 
ing a painful lack of c»r«, of necessary 
precautions, and of the finding of dead 
bodies piled by the score in front of one 
locked exit in particular, the general 
public may hope for the proper punish- 
ment of the guilty, but it is feared the 
hope will be in vain. In many cities are 
yet public playhouses where it has been 
shown certain precautionary measures 
are necessary for the protection of au- 
diences, but the work proceeds^ with 
painful slowness, and it is questionable 
if much of :it will not be gotten out of 
through official negligence, and the pro-

The Federal tYkr lutleranity. 


Time will be required to ascertain 


whether it is. politics or good finance 
that.proposes compelling the state ad- 
ministration to cover into the trust

The money in question was 
origually borrowed , by the state to 
equip troops for service .in the civil 
war. .In defiance of the expressed dec- 
laration of the constitution, the state 
legislature, believing the exigencies of 
the occasion ;-warranted such action, 
created a state debt amounting at the 
ivresent'time to about $2,250',000. "This 
debt Is owing to the. trust funds be- 
longing, to the .schools,-and certificates 
of indebtedness have been issued to 
the credit of the funds,"1! per cent in- 
terest being pniel by flic state. Con- 
gress restored the money to the extent 
of $4r>8,000 aiid'the constitution pro- 
vides that funds taken even,by author- 
ity of law must,"be'applied exclusive- 
ly to the objeft for which the loan 
was authorized or to the .payment of 
the debt thereby created."

read * -paper a" the meeting of the Na- 
tional Creamery Butter Makers' asuo- 
clation, in which he told what he, learn- 
ed In the sis menths' educational test 
He said: 
. 


I have learned that in order to make 


butter that possesses the required 
keeping qualities it is necessary, that 
one pay particular attention to -the 
milk when: It is received at the-cream- 
ery and reject all poor milk. It has 
been my experience that that Is the 
best .^vay of improving the quality of 
milk. The creamery, and. dairy papers 
have done a great deal for us in this 
respect, .find I am satisfied .tiiat the 
milk received-at the creameries nowa- 
days is much :better than It was a few 
years ago, The starter shouid be care- 
fully watched and never allowed to be- 
come overripe and then use from 10 t» 
25 per cent in the cream. The cream 
should be ripened to the required acid- 
ity according to the amount of butter 
fat in cream and churned at a. tempera- 
ture of from 50 to 55 degrees according 
to the season. When the butter is tak- 
en out of. the churn, it should have a 
mild, clean flavor, which you will find 
to improve in fonr or fire days after 
the butter is made. 


I also learned-that In order for one 


to improve in butter making it is nec- 
essary to accept of the axperts' criti- 
cisms on tbe butter in a good spirit 
«,nd endeavor to overcome the faults 
and get the butter in as high a grade 
as possible. 


from Grain to Orft»n. 


Every owner of a cow welcomes the 


time when the animal can be turned 
out.to pasture, la changing from dry 
feed to grass it is well to go somewhat 
slowly, especially if the flow of milk is 
large, says Dairy and Creamery. Tbe 
young, Immature grass, especially in 
early spring, as is weft known, contains 
a large amount of water, a condition 
commonly called "washy." Wheat and 
rye pastures are of the same nature. 
Tbe dry'feed ration should therefore 
be continued and be gradually reduced 
for two weeks or more after the grass 
is large enough for feeding.

They organized and built a creamery, 


hired au-eapert, made fine butter, sold 
all they could make and were making 
money.

Bntter Lawn. 


The Mrirk Lane Express reviews the 


rations measures adopted or brought 
before tbe Euglisb parliament to do 
away with fraudulent practices in the 
butter business. The latest measure 
under consideration is sweeping. One 
of the most difficult matters which the 
English boaud of agriculture has to 
tfeal with is the so called "blended" 
butter, made by working in large quan- 
tities of moisture, wMch of course the 
consumer pays for at butter rates. The 
new bill makes 'it unlawful to make, 
•ell or import any butter or butter 
mixture containing more than 20 per 
cent of moisture tinder penalties ot 
$100 for first offense, $250 for saconil, 
$500 for third. Anything but pure bnt- 
ter must be marked plainly on every 
package in letters at least half an Inch 
long with the designation "Margerine" 
or "Adulterated Butter," ns the case 
may be. None of the marks previously 
nsed, such ks "milk blended butter," 
will be allowed. This Is a hard blow, 
as it is not likely that many buyers 
will .care ts> »ee a product plainly 'mark- 
ed adulterated. .,
